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THE LIBRARY IN REVIEW 


The bienniel report of the Librarian covering the period 1950-52 is 
pubkished below for the information of faculty members many of whom, 
over the past two-year period, have shown increasing interest in the 
work,the " program and the objectives of the University Library. 


During the past biennium th. Library shifted the emphasis from its 
reorganizaticn program, which was nearly completed, to the improvement of 
old and the development of new services. Also, incr.asing cmphasis was 
given to the educational attribut.s of librarianship and the important 
r-snonsibility that th. Library must assume in the motivation of the 
educative proccss. 


In ord:r to achieve these ebjectives a staff rcorganization was 
affceted. To main divisions were created-Keaders serviecs, and Tech- 
nical P rocess:se Under the first wore grouped Refcrcne:, Documents, 
Serials and Loans; under the second, Cataloging, Order, Acquisitions and 
Mechanical Processing of Books. This reorganization has increascd staff 
efficiency, speeded up operations and has brought functional processes 
into related unity.

New Building 


It should b° recorded here that at long last plans for a new library 
building were initiated and an architect _ ed to undertak: the project. 
In line with this encouraging developm nt, a 60-page preliminary study, 
Library Building Necds of the University of Idaho, including desircd 
specifications, was pr -pared by the L brary. “In the preparation of this 
study, a structure vas invisaged that would combino the elements of 
functional unity, -fficient service and good economy--a building simply 
conceived that sould fully mct the necds of students and scholars for 
many years to come. 


In connection with the building study noted above, the Librarian in company 
with the architect, visited the following universities last December to obtain 
first hand information on various library buildings: University of Nebraska, 
University of Iowa, Ohio State University, Princeton University, Columbia Univer 
sitv, Trinity College, Massachusetts Institute of Technology, Harvard "- .ver- 
sity, University of Pennsylvania, University of Minnesota, and North Lakota 

State College. Library functional operations as carried on within these buildings 
were examined in relation to their economy, efficiency and effectiveness. Spe- 
cial attention was riven to interior details such as hallways, toilets, lounges, 
floor covering, illumination, controls, stack arrangements, faculty studies; 

also the decér, particularly in regard to pastel colors of walls and ceilings, 
window drapes, glass partitions, wood paneling, etc. 


Physical Plant 


Many desirable library renovations and changes were made during the biennium 
which have improved services and stepped up efficiency. The most important was 
the enlarzement of the administrative office unit through the acquisition of 
most of the quarters formerly occupied by the Dean of Men and Dean of Women. 
Others: (1) one of the two stairways located at opposite ends of the Loan Desk 
and leading to the upper stack level was removed and a desk for the Loan Libra- 
rian installed in its places; (2) a stairway was built between the Documents stacks 
on the main reading room floor and basement stacks; (3) book stack capacity was 
increased by closing aisles on three stack levels at the east end of building; 

(L) periodical stack area on the second floor was enlarged by removinr the 
Northwest Room and relocating it in the basement; (5) an Archives Room was pro~ 
vided in the Administration Annex; (6) newspapers crated in boxes and housed in 
the basement hallway were removed and housed in the old physics laboratory under- 


neath the library offices, and (7) the Librarv was completely repainted, late 
summer, 1951. 


Special Service Projects 


The Bookmark, the Library's quarterly publication, launched in September, 1948, 
has been continued, improved and issued regularly in the interests of the faculty. 
Eight numbers were published during the biennium, two of which were given over 

to important special subjectss Serial Holdings in the University of Idaho Library 
and A Building Program for the University of Idaho. 


Another publication, an 11 page Library Menual and Guide, was prepared and pub- 
lished. It was designed to aid students, particularly new students, to find their 


wav around the Library with a minimum of confusion and to guide them in locating 
library materials, 


Also published was a l1/ page Manual of Procedure for Processing Archival 
Material and Special Collections which is being used as a guide in the classifi- 
cation and cataloring of of Idaho materials noted below in this report. 


An extensive student reading program was initiated and was well-received by 
facult: and students. The needs and interests of graduate students and faculty 
seem to have first claim on university libraries; those of undergraduate students 
tend to be neglected or subordinated. To minimize this tendency, a directed 
reading prograi was leunched in the interests of undergraduate students. It is 
designed to bring books and students together to stimulate reading interests, and 
to develop good as well as regular reading habits. 


Towards that end mimeorraphed lists have been prepared for distribution; book 
~80- 


jackets have been displayed on bulletin boards, and book titles on special sub- 
jects have been lettered on bristol board for exhibits. Also smaller placards 
containine slorans on the advantages of good books and reading have been made 
for display. 


Purine the biennium, a total of 1/, exhibits were prepared, covering many sub- 
jects of ceneral interest to students, These exhibits have been growing in 
popularity and are extensively viewed. 


Recordak and microcard readers were purchased and have provided added advan— 
taves for faculty and graduate students. 


Two ambitious service projects were undertaken which will have far-reaching 
consequences. One, the classification of thousands of pieces of Idaho materials 
documents, clippings, University publications and pictures was lone overdue. 

When completed it will be possible to locate inmediately any item in this collec- 
tion. To date a total of /,207 items have been processed. It will require at 
least another year to complete this project. 


The other project was a comprehensive survey of the Library's book and period- 
ical collection to determine strength and weaknesses in relation to the curricular 
prorram which the collection is expected to support. This survey was made in 
cooperation with the Graduate Council to determine the desirability of offering 

a doctoral program in various fields of study. Holdings were checked and renorted 
in terms of the curricular patterns that currently obtains at the University and 
included the followinr catefories: Agriculture, Biological Sciences, Education, 
Envineerinre, English, Forestry, Mines and Metallurey, Physical Sciences, Social 
Sciences. 


Another major project, the catalocing of the periodical collection and the 
embossine of call numbers or: 15,000 periodical volumes, was undertaken, It is 
anticipated that another year will be required for completion. 


Finally, the bindine of loose periodical volumes was stepped up, a total of 
2,743 having been bound over the two-year period. 


State of the Book Collection 


A total of 12,163 volumes were acquired by both the University and Law Libraries 
in the two-year period. This represents a gain of over 2,000 compared to the 
previous biennium. 


While some prorress has been made during the biennium in binding back volumes 
of veriodicals and in acquiring important scientific works to close existine gaps, 
avery preat deal remains to be done in this area. It will require many thousands 
of dollars to bring together important publications the Library currently lacks 

and which are needed to support the curricular program. 


An increasingly larger portion of the Library's appropriation has been diverted 
to the binding of documents and periodicals in order to reduce the excessive 
backlor of unbound materials. A total of %11,548 was spent for this purpose in 
the last two vears. A large sepment of the book collection also requires 
rehabilitation, but until the large number of periodical volumes have been bound, 
this undertakine will have to be deferred.
